The reply filed on 6/28/2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following omission(s) or matte r(s): Since the Restriction/Election Requirement mailed 
1/22/2007 indicated that a single species of first fluid (Kl) to be elected, applicants' election of 
"polar substances" is deemed to be non-responsive. It should be noted that "polar substances" is 
itself a genus of various polar species recited in claims 28-32 and 35, such as acrylamide, 
melamine, and water. Absence of any evidence that these species are obvious variants, election 
of a single species in the next reply is required. Regarding the species elections for amphiphilic 
material (K3) and second fluid (K2), it is presumed that the single recited K3 composition of 
non-ionic surfactant (octaethylene glycol monodedecyl ether) and the single recited K2 
composition of hydrocarbon (ethane) are elected, respectively. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the 
above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to 
supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS
